A WORD FOR THE 
Earing false witness is not always a malicious procedure ; it not infrequently results from ignorance of 
B conditions. A case in point is the volume of criticism directed toward the New Yorker who is accused, 
among other sins, of exhibiting atrocious manners in the street cars and at transit terminals, and de- 
cribed as rushing wildly from vocation to avocation in nerve-destroying and largely trivial business, this peculiar 
brand of activity having been labeled newyorkitis. The unflattering portrait drawn of the New Yorker by 
his critics is accepted as correct characterization by the country at large, which never takes into consideration 
that the population of the great metropolis is not largely native and homogeneous, as are the peoples of smaller 
towns and cities throughout the country. On the contrary, New York is so overwhelmingly alien as to pop- 
ulation that the real New Yorker of at least two generations is difficult to find, 


It is the opinion of experts that there are close on 4,000,000 inhabitants in New York at the present 
moment, and of this immense number only about 50,000 in all boroughs are native New Yorkers in the third 
generation, and less than 100,000 whose parents, as well as themselves, were born in New York. In order 
to develop a distinct New World type at least three generations are necessary, and semi-isolation for the de- 
velopment of individual traits. Taking these facts into consideration, how can the handful of real New 
Yorkers have developed, under the existing conditions of aliens elbowing from all climes of the world, certain 
traits that dominate all the others of the 3,950,000 inhabitants? The idea is preposterous. ‘The bad manners, 
the venality, the criminality and all the other unlovely manifestations of human nature, characteristic of New 
York as of every other of the world’s large cities, are almost wholly chargeable to the aliens who settle in 
New York. ‘The metropolis is inevitably the Mecca of the ambitious and the unscrupulous, and all desirous 
of getting on in a money way, from all over this country as well as from abroad. A poll of reckless specu- 
lators and the guild of frenzied finance, as well as the social lepers known as the cadets, will reveal no real 
New Yorker ever in the latter class and usually not in the others, and yet the sins and misbehavings of all 
these aliens are set down as the doings of New Yorkers. They are not. It is the south, the west, the east 
and Europe that give low tone and low character to the metropolis, since their peoples are in the overwhelm- 
ing majority. 


If the New York police is corrupt, even the least observant realize that the real New Yorker is not on 
the force, as it is called. This is a conspicuous instance in which the up-country and the European elements 
are supreme. Less patent examples of the guiltlessness of the real New Yorker, however, escape attention. 
It is the aliens in New York city who make it-a byword for bad manners in public and the numberless other 
manifestations of ill-breeding and vile morality. 


All parts of the country and all countries of Europe contribute largely to the undesirable elements and 
traits of the city’s population, since, as a rule, it is economic and not moral desires that are the impelling mo 
tives that brings hordes of the aliens to the city gate. The ideals they fetch with them are sordid, and in 
working them out, even when the strange settlers are not actually dishonest, the bent of their methods is dis- 

tinctly mean. New York isa market for the majority and a social stage for the new-comer, neither the trader 
nor the butterfly aiding it to attain a high ethical level. The strangers are here to exploit the city to their 
personal advantage. 


New York may be as unlovely as its critics accuse it of being, but the real New Yorker cannot justly 
be held responsible for its faults and sins. The burden of these rests on the whole people—for the burden 
is of their making—and on the hordes of foreign-born who choke our tenements and complicate our muni- 
cipal problems.

foreigners ever think they must

OCEAN JOY 
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TRANSPORTATION IN THE 


PHILIPPINES 


By WILLIAM BREEDEN 


He physical conformation of the Philip- 
I pine archipe lago is such as to make easy 
of attainment that essential element 
of commerce—cheap transportation A large 
number of sea-going steamers now ply between 
the various ports, taking supplies to them trom 
Manila and returning heavily laden with their 
abundance of hemp, copra, tobacco, sugar, 
rubber, fruits, etc , to be reshipped to all parts 
of the world. The largest line of steamers en- 
gaged in this trade is operated by a Spanish 
company known as the Compania Maritima. 
Ihe numerous vessels of this line, however, 
fly t .e American flag and are under the Philip- 
pine maritime laws. 
here are so many islands and most of them 
are sosmall that few points are far enough inland 
to make it very difficult to carry their products 
to the nearest port accessible to these inter-isl- 
and steamers. ‘The islandsare blessed with nu- 
merous navigable rivers, and this natural means 
of transportation is an important adjunct to 
that supplied by the sea

RIVER BOATS 

On the largest rivers are many good-sized, 
light-draught steamers, but the greater part of the 
navigation of these streams 1s by means of hand- 
propelled craft of many varieties. The smallest 
and simplest of these are the bancas or canoes 
made by hollowing out logs by the use of fire 
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and edged tools in much the same manner as 
Robinson Crusoe s boats were produced. These 
generally have a single outrigger of bamboo,

are built of hewn timber. They are covered 
over with mats of sauala or split bamboo. 
These are poled up and down the rivers. The 
native places one end of a long, stout bamboo 
pole on the bottom of the river and the other 
against his shoulder, and then, leaning far over 
and throwing his weight on the pole, walks 
from bow to stern on a shelf-like projection 
built along the side of the casco for the pur- 
pose. Half a dozen men working thus in uni 
son are able to make very good headway even 
against a strong current. The ends of these 
boats are housed in with sauala, and form the 
only homes of many Filipinos. Arrangements 
are made for sleeping and cooking on board, 
and several families often live on a single boat. 


RAILROADS 


There is one railroad in the islands. It 
extends from Manila almost directly north to 
Dagupan—a distance of about 150 miles, 
which require nearly twelve hours to accom- 
plish. The track is narrow gauge, but quite 
well graded and ballasted. The cars and loco- 
motives are very small and European in style. 
Separate compartments are provided for first, 
second and third class passengers, and the dif- 
ference in accommodation and comfort is well 
worth the difference in price. A great deal of

NATURAL HISTORY WON- 
DERS 


By WILLIAM K. Grecory, OF THE AMERI-

N the halls of New York’s American 
i Museum of Natural History they try to 
realize nature in its manifold aspects ; to 
present it not only from the view-point of 
modernity, but to carry the casual observer 
back through countless thousands of centuries, 
teaching him and the serious student as well 
how Earth gradually developed and how life 
upon it appeared in successive periods of time 
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kings were then in their glory, after centuries 


of national growth. 

Long ages before the Pyramids were planned 
a superb Irish Elk—truly an antlered monarch 
—met death in a bog, and his blacked skeleton 
now graces the Museum. _ Still he is reckoned 
by geologists as among the newest of the mod- 
erns, the last of an almost infinite chain of 
organic beings 

NATURF’S DRAMA 


Nature has taken plenty of time for her grand 
drama of Organic Evolution. We are now in 
Act x* of this drama, the shortest scene of 
which doubtless required a thousand centuries

I'he Museum purposes to reconstruct for us 
the stage, the plot, the background and a few 
of the actors which Time has not utterly ob- 
literated. They show us, for example, the 
Evolution of the Horse, an incident of Act 1x, 
Scene 1 (the Eocene Period), a story revealed 
by the petrified bones found in the rocks of suc- 
cessive periods. Our beautiful race horses and 
huge draught horses, which walk on the extreme 
tip of what is really a greatly enlarged finger, 
trace their pedigree back to smaller creatures 
with three toes on each foot, and these lead

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BRAIN VS. BRAWN 


In the progress of Nature's drama this might 
be described as the period of ‘* Brain against 
Brawn, 
Brain. As appears by a natural cast of its 
brain cavity, the little Protorohippus had con- 
siderably less brain than its proud descen- 
dants of the horse family, including asses and 
zebras. Anatomically, however, its brain 
was of a fine type and capable of developing 
by the cumulative experience of the ages ; 
growing as the race grew, and in each age 
better able to direct the intricate machinery of 
the horse’s body.

DINOCERATA 


Still very few of this little horse’s contempora- 
ries living at the dawn of modern geological 
history (modern only in the geological sense 
and long before the appearance of man) were 
nearly as modern or progressive in either brains 
or body. The horse race might be called 
the Japanese of that period, while the clumsy 
race as pictured by the illustration of dino- 
cerata might by a pro-Japanese partisan be 
likened to the Russians These curious beasts 
inherited a physical make-up of an archaic 
type—a type first developed in the middle 
ages of geology, but afterwards modified in 
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withstanding the prodigious bulk of the crea- 
ture the whole brain was no bigger than a large 
potato, and occupied a small chamber deeply 
sunk within the skull below the hindmost pair 
of horns. The skull of the little four-toed 
horse, on the other hand, lodged a brain as big 
as that of a small dog of to-day, with reduced 
smelling lobes and large thinking lobes reason- 
ably well furrowed. Thus the huge heavily 
armed dinocerata were perfect low-brows as 
to brains, and paid the penalty by being 
crowded out in competition with creatures 
with brains like that of the four-toed horse, 
the victory of survival being awarded not to the 
strong but to the bright

Besides, he had some sixty-odd feet 
bone. Ass in ourselves this was connected by 
nerves with all parts of the body, and culmi- 
nated in the brain, which is the central office 
for exchanging and receiving nerve signals.

THEIR EXTINCTION 


This panoply of horns and tusks did not 
avail to save the race from extermination, for 
it lacked brains. The natura! cast of the brain 
cavity, fortunately preserved in the petrified 
skulls of these beasts, reveals big smelling 
lobes, but extremely small thinking lobes, per- 
fectly smooth, without the furrows and winad- 
ings onthe surface that signify an abundance of 
<‘gray matter’’ which means intelligence. Not-

THE BRONTOSAURUS 

In a contest for the least quantity of brains 
that cold-blooded saurian, or reptile, the bron- 
tosaurus, figured in the second illustration, 
might point with pride to his, which surely de- 
serves the booby prize. We all know that an 
alligator’s brain is small enough, but he is a 
perfect marvel compared with his huge extinct 
relative the brontosaurus. The total length of 
the brontosaurus, upon whose petrified skele- 
ton the museum has spent several years of 
labor, is sixty six feet eight inches, but the 
length of the whole sku!'l is only twenty-eight 
inches, and the brain itself could not have 
been more than five inches long. The creature 
is estimated to have weighed about ninety 
tons. 

Fortunately for the brontosaurus very little 
cerebration was required to get through life com- 





the rocks, the scenes have changed again ; the 
great West is now a low-lying region, with 
only a promise of the Rocky Mountains for 
its backbone. The vegetatien is tropical ; cycad 
palms are a prominent feature of the landscape, 
and, as in the everglades of Florida, there are 
many bayous and lagoons swarming with fish, 
turtles and alligators. In such waters the bron- 
tosaurus waded along, floating his huge bulk, 
and trying to keep clear of the flesh-eating 
monsters that lurked for him on the banks. As 
his head was ridiculously small and his teeth 
spoon-shaped and fragile, he must have dis- 
played exemplary diligence in feeding such a 
bulk, probably poking about with his long 
neck under water and along the banks, look- 
ing for the succulent water plants. This 
monster upsets all previous notions by not 
being fierce and rapacious, but a sluggish veg- 
etarian.

7 Eculiarly interesting at the moment are the 
P many new varieties of summer furniture 

to be found at leading houses, all much 
more sensible and practical than the models of 
former years. The few pieces shown in this 
week's sketches give a very limited idea of what 
may be obtained because the models are greatly 
varied, and it is impossible to do the subject 
justice in so restricted a space. The first, a 
settle six feet five inches long, is built of wea- 
thered oak in the most substantial manner, 
no slightest effort at ornamentation breaking 
the severe lines. The effect is restful to the 
eye and sense, and giving a suggestion of strength 
and durability. Woven cane is used for the 
seat and back, though the latter is covered 
by a long cushion of denim filled with cotton 
felt. The three pillows are of the same fabric, 
the price complete being $35. An arm chair 
of goodly size costs $20, and a charming veranda 
table is to be had for $13. The latter is square 











and has two under shelves for books. This 
furniture is especially adapted for the living- 
reom, dining-room or hall of an Adirondack 
cottage, an island bungalow, or wood resort, 
being far more congruous with wild surround- 
ings than the rattan furniture which was the 
sole choice offered a number of years ago. 
Wicker and willow has its own especial use, 
and is both cool and picturesque for some more 
pretentious country house, being often used 
in the drawing-room and bedroom with pretty 
cushions of cretonne. 


STAINED OAK LOUNGE--ARM CHAIR 


Though less artistic in line the lounge 
shown in sketch No. 2 has the advantage of 
an upholstered seat, coolness not being sac- 
rificed, however, as the covering is of grass 
cloth—a material not unlike old-fashioned hair 
cloth to the touch though less harsh. The 
wood is oak stained willow green, the length 
over six feet, and the price, $17. A rocking 
chair of the same type costs $9, a roomy 
Morris chair, $12, and a substantial table $9. 
Wicker furniture is more expensive in the best 
quality, but will last almost equally well if 
properly cared for.

More wicker lounges 
are sold for country bedrooms than any other 
kind, and nothing else is quite so satisfactory 
from the point of view of coolness and com- 
fort. At the head it rolls up to give support 
for pillows and the construction is throughout 
substantial. Price, $32.50. With these couches 
pillows covered with embroidered linen ‘or lawn 
are used, a silk lining beneath, allowing a hint 
of color to escape.

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HOW TO FURNISH A CAMP 


COBBLE CHIMNEY-—GRASS CLOTH FOR WALLS 


Magine the joy of furnishing a camp in the 
heart of the woods miles from everywhere. 
Suppose we begin at once. 

The building is entirely of logs, but not the 
simple log hut that the picture implies, but 
roomy spacious two story, with sloping roof and 
windows that have diamond panes, opening out 
and this style of window is preferable to those 
that raise up and down, as suc h windows, as the 
former not only are more decorative, but give 
better ventilation. Two piazzas reach re- 
spectively across the front and back of the house, 
and opening on these is the living-room. This 
is long with heavy raftered ceiling done in 
rough pine logs; the side walls are in sealed 
wood left in the natural color without varnish 
or paint. About the room are large antlers 
or deer heads, also gun racks, and perhaps some 
decorative Mexican or Indian trophies of the 
chase—anything, in fact, that designates hunt- 
ing life. 








green glass shades give an excellent reading 
light. The room can be kept a bower of wild 
flowers since they are so plentiful in the moun- 
tains. Ivy can be easily trained to grow on the 
cobbles at the mantel and potted wild ferns 
will always flourish if well watered. 


HALLWAY AND BEDROOMS 


A stairway leads up from this room to the 
bedroom floor where the space is divided into 
two large rooms with a bath and two dressing 
rooms between. Grass cloth covers the wall 
with birch bark generously used as a frieze, 
narrow stripes fastening down each seam of 
grass cloth. Gray stained furniture completes 
this room, the dressing rooms are in sealed 
wood enameled white as in the bath room. 
The second bedroom is in split cedar logs and 
left as rough and crude as possible with simple 
square wood furniture—bare floor, and rag 
carpet with dotted muslin curtains at the win- 
dows.

THE FIREPLACE 

At one end of the room an enormous fire 
place is built of cobble stones, the clumsy 
chimney reaching high up to the ceiling, and 
is one of the artistic features of the room. On 
the floor fur or rag rugs can be used. At the 
windows soft reddish-brown curtains charm one 
with their exquisite shade and graceful soft 
hanging folds. The disguise is complete, for 
they are made of the cheapest kind of cheese 
cloth dyed the desirable shade, and would 
easily pass for choice East India stuff. 


SUITABLE FURNITURE 


In the mountains, especially in the Adiron- 
dacks, there can usually be made to order the 
most picturesque log furniture that could be 
desired. The guides are clever at this sort 
of thing, and with a hint given here and there, 
some wonderful results have been turned out. 
With leather cushions the big arm chairs be- 
come a poem of rustic beauty. Tables, desks 
and long settees are all made of the logs, and 
book shelves along the walls have posts of pine 
placed at frequent intervals. 

Mixed with this rustic furniture are the sub- 
stantial block chairs and seats and a huge 
round table in the centre of the room is strewn 
with books, magazines, pipes, tobacco, work 
baskets, and in fact, all the medley of little ac- 
cessories so important in everyday life. 


DECORATIVE EFFECTS

Solid square furniture also finishes the dining- 
room. Glass and china take the place of silver 
wherever it is possible, simplicity is the domin- 
ant note. Even the table linen is heavy in 
blue, green or écru tints and the highly-polished 
bare table looks very summer-like and inviting 
with the mats and fittings in these shades. 
Glass candlesticks with little plain paper shades 
are an inexpensive prettiness. A broad piazza 
opens out from this room and is used as an 
open-air dining-room and when on hot summer 
nights rows of lanterns decorate the piazza, 
the effect is delightful. 

The possibilities of a camp are never ending, 
there is so much that individual taste can do. 
Pretty little rustic houses conveniently near by 
under shady trees make delightful spots for 
serving afternoon tea.

SMALL FRUITS FOR A 
COUNTRY HOME 


He small fruits furnish the most delicious 

I table delicacies of the summer, and 

a country home not supplied in 
abundance with them is lacking in one of the 
prime essentials of success. Including tree, 
vine, and bush in such a group, such as cherries, 
plums, grapes, currants, raspberries, black- 
berries, strawberries and gooseberries, we have 
a list of early and late fruits that should keep 
the table well furnished all through the season. 
The planting of small fruit trees, bushes and 


sides of the garden, forming an inclosure to 
keep out animals and people. The fence should 
be woven close enough to prevent chickens and 
small animals from crawling through. Train 
the plants up on the fence, securing them in 
position by stout string. Each vine or branch 
should have full freedom to grow and develop. 
Overcrowding and shading are not to be toler- 
ated. The quality of the fruit will be so much 
greater as a result of training that it pays to 
take time with them. Low heads should be 
avoided. Make the vines bear their fruit high 
—above the reach of fowls and stray animals. 
This can be accomplished easily by pruning off

vines of a permanent character should be one 
of the first steps in the development of a country 
home. The mistake of choosing fruit trees 
for shade or ornamental trees, however, should 
be avoided. The proper place for such trees 
is in the rear or at the side of a house, and not 
in front. The trees should be planted on the 
north or northwest side cf a fruit garden as 
they will serve as a wind break for the small 
fruit bushes and vines, and at the same time 
cast their shade away from and not on the gar- 
den. They will practically take up no avail- 
able space of the garden then. Their trunks 
form a part of the hedge or fence. Plum trees 
are smaller than the cherry tree, and when 
planted on the east side or west their shade 
does not materially affect the small fruits 
growing in the garden. 

Raspberries, blackberries and gooseberries 
do well when trained on a wire fence along the

the low-growing branches. Gooseberries are 
the hardest to train. They are thick growers, 
and it is difficult to reach the berries inside of 
the heads. Prune freely inside of the bushes 
when they are young, and keep the heads thin 
and open. More and better fruit will be ob- 
tained in this way. 

Inside of the small fruit garden plant currants 
in hills, and train to stakes or wire supports. 
Prune freely and keep from spreading too 
rapidly. When they grow too much wood, 
the fruit suffers. Strawberries must have e« 
sunny, sandy place all by themselves, and if 
given a choice location they will bear freely. 
Two plots must be set aside for the straw- 
berries—one for the bearing crop of this season, 
and the other for next season. In this way a 
crop will always be had, even when an old, 
worn-out plot is torn up for re-planting.

There are some seasons when insects and fungous 
diseases may threaten to blight whole crops, 
and the owner may Have to fight these valiantly 
But there are 
reliable poisons in use to-day which will en- 
able every gardener and owner of a small place 
to more than hold his own in such a warfare. 
Besides the strong, sturdy plants and vines are 
always the last to succumb to the attacks of 
disease and insects, and if careful gardening 
methods are employed dangers of this nature 
may be warded off.

O* of the most striking and beautiful 
features of this winter’s Poultry Show, 
the one at the Madison Square Garden 

were the birds of fancy plumage and foreign

Jack London is a young man who writes 
brilliant and entertaining fiction in a style dis- 
tinguished by singular vigor and freshness. 
He is also a convinced socialist. This new book 
is not so much an argument in favor of socialism 
as an attempt to show that we are rapidly 
coming to the socialistic state. The book, in- 
deed, is made up of half a dozen essays on social 
topics. The opening essay, which gives title 
to the volume, is an attempt to prove that we 


peoples. Nevertheless, Mr. London sees that 
the effect of limiting a workingman’s output 
in order that there may be enough work to go 
round must in the end have a depressing effect 
upon the efficiency of the race. It does not 
seem to have occurred to him that other reme- 
dies than the purely socialistic state have been 
suggested for the evils of present competitive 
conditions. 

Economically Mr. ‘London is brilliant, but 
rather shallow. He seems to be right, however, 
in his belief that the trend toward socialism 
is remarkably strong just now, and certainly 
the financial, industrial and political scandals 
of recent times are rapidly making socialists. 
Luckily for us this country is built politically 
on the water-tight compartment plan. With 
our union of many self-governing states, each 
with its large number of self-governing smaller 
communities, we are ideally situated for 
political and social experiments. If municipal 
socialism works well in a few cities, we may see 
it widely extended, and if the first few states 
to adopt socialism on a large scale fail of the 
expected prosperity and happiness, their sister 
states will hesitate to follow example. It looks 





ornament. All this is accompanied with some 
pleasant indications of the author's pleasure in 
outdoor things. The illustrations are pleasing 
and useful, though not beautiful or highly effec- 
pictures. Perhaps most persons will 
buy Mrs. Ely’s book for the sake of its advice 
as to kitchen gardening. About one-fifth of 
the volume is taken up with what she has to say 
of growing vegtables for domestic use. Her 
advice is clear, sensible and helpful. Perhaps 
she would have widened the usefulness of her 
book had she considered more carefully the 
question of latitude and longitude in her advice. 
Ours is so vast a country that nothing in the way 
of garden lore is quite true of more than a 
relatively small area. A map with isothermal 
lines and other climatic indications would be a 


tive as 


valuable adjunct to such a book. 

Small gardeners should be warned that Mrs. 
Ely’s indications as to the amount of seed needed 
and the space to be sown are based on a very 
liberal scale. It is surprising how small an 
area and how few seeds will furnish the vege- 
tables for a considerable family. The suburban 
gardener who undertakes to follow Mrs. Ely’s 
advice to the letter, should either expect to be 
generous to his neighbors, or to arrange for the 
sale of his surplus to his greengrocer, an arrange- 
ment usually not difficult to make. Mrs. Ely’s 
advice as to trees, fruits, and perennial plants 
is of the practical kind. She emphasizes the 
things that the amateur is likely to neglect. 

The gardener who would get the most from 
such a book can not do better than read it as a 
whole,making notes at the back of important

have well defined classes in the United States, 
and that the employed and the employing are at 
war. As a matter of fact we have always had 
classes more or less clearly defined in this country, 
and the war of employer and employed is no 
new thing. There are still large areas of the 
United States where class feeling is not strong, 
and there are a good many places where the war 
between employer and employed is not acute. 
It is true, however, that class lines are more 
strongly marked in cities than they were forty 
years ago, and that the warfare between organ- 
ized workingmen and organized employers is 
almost at its fiercest. 

Mr. London’s remedy for the situation is the 
socialistic state, though as a convinced evolu- 
tionist he admits that socialism must provide 
for us some new system of human evolution, 
or the race will dwindle in its powers under non- 
competitive conditions. 

In discussing the relations of employer and 
employed, Mr. London betrays his ignorance 
of a good many economic principles pretty 
widely accepted by thinkers. He also explains 
some things in the conduct of organized work- 
ingmen that puzzle their best friends. He 
thinks the tramp exists because there is not 
enough work to go round, a_ time-honored 
fallacy left over from the long-exploded mer- 
cantile theory. He shows that the union work- 
man hates and kills the scab with good con- 
science because the scab is taking bread from 
the mouth of better men. He goes further and 
describes the United States as a nation of 
scabs because we work harder than other

now as if we should have a good many socialistic 
experiments, but it by no means follows that we 
are upon the eve of the Marxian millennium. 
Mr. London’s little book is well worth reading, 
and its closing essay is not the least significant 
chapter. 


ENGLISH EMBROIDERY. By A. F. Ken- 


prick. Lonpon: Georce Newnes, Ltp. 


New York: CHArces ScripNer’s Sons. 


Is the latest volume in the Library of the 
applied arts. Like its predecessors, this book 
is admirably printed in large, clear type upon 
beautiful white paper, and profusely illustrated 
with photo-engravings of the objects discussed. 
The text is intelligent and agreeable, not padded, 
and properly directed in the main toward the 
discussion of periods of embroidery and individ- 
ual examples noteworthy for beauty or anti- 
quity,or both. One of the illustrations shows 
the stolen cope bought by Mr. J. P. Morgan, 
and restored by the purchaser to the Italian 
Government. Other illustrations of special 
interest show portions of the Bayeux Tapestry, 
and the detail of the famous Syon cope. A few 
illustrations in color show the astonishing 
splendor of some early embroideries. Mr. 
Kendrick does not enter into the technique 
of stitchery, nor does he attempt an elaborate 
history of the needlework. The discussion of 
embroidery does not include that of the last 
century. Mr. Kendrick says that taste in such 
matters during the early part of the century 
was not good, but adds that a revival afterward 


set in. Any one who is acquainted with recent 
domestic embroidery will testify that it shows 
improvement over a good deal of the work done 
thirty or forty years ago. The present period, 
however, with its business and social whirl is 
favorable to none of the patient arts, and em- 
broidery like angling, has fallen into desuetude. 
Of embroidery in the feudal period, Mr. 
Kendrick aptly says: ““Books were few, and 
reading was amore serious matter than it is 
to-day. Many an hour which would other- 
wise have been passed idly and tediously was 
spent at needlework. In this way it happened 
that years of labor might be devoted to a single 
task, and the production of these wonderful 
monuments of skill and patience became pos- 
sible.’” 


THE MARRIAGE OF WILLIAM ASHE.

The reader and the critic alike have justly 
pronounced this remarkable novel to be the 
greatest that Mrs. Ward has written. 

There is probably no other writer of fiction 
before the public to-day who has more success- 
fully cultivated the technique of literary art, 
or who, on the presentation of each new story 
creates a more wide-spread interest among 
thoughtful readers in both England and Ameri- 
ca. And yet the fact remains that Robert 
Elsmere, Marcella, Eleanor, Lady Rose’s 
Daughter, as well as the lesser tales, within a 
few months after publication, have become 
to most of us even as the snows of yesteryear. 

While The Marriage of William Ashe may 
be destined to share the fate of its forerunners, 
none the less unquestionably it marks a nearer 
approach to spontaneity and real genius than 
any preceding emanation from the pen of this 
accomplished writer. 

Lady Caroline Lamb, wife of Lord Mel- 
bourne, the lady of whom Lord Byron dubiously 
sang, “a foe to him, a fiend to me,”” is said to 
have suggested the heroine, as Mlle. de Les- 
pinasse did Julie Le Breton in Lady Rose’s 
Daughter, although, essentially, Lady Kitty 
Bristol, the fascinating, daring, impertinent, 
half-mad elf, who married aristocratic Willam 
Ashe, is the brilliant, if not always convincing 
creation of Mrs. Ward. 

It is oniy after following the quite appalling 
escapades and diableries of the heroine for full 
two-thirds of a long story, that we gradually 
begin to realize how it was that the patient, 
honorable husband could not only endure, but 
actually cherish, as he did, the fantastic crea- 
ture he had made his wife. The closing 
chapters, especially those relating to the events 
in Venice immediately before and after the 
ill-starred flight with Cliffe, and then the in- 
finitely pathetic, deeply impressive episode of 
the reconciliation with Death already knocking 
at the door, all tend to reveal in a less ignoble 
light the unearthly, yet neither evil nor wholly 
sensuous character of the wife who so nearly 
blighted her husband’s honor as she also im- 
paired his political prestige. 

Mrs. Ward introduces us as usual to the 
most exclusive circles of English society, as it 
was half a century ago, and never before have 
her descriptions and scenes been fraught wit! 
such a graphic charm of style, or a keener, 
subtler, knowledge of the mainsprings of sundry 
types of human nature. Cliffe, the adventurer- 
poet, may be described as a noxioys combination 
of cad and genius. Mary Lyster, Lady Par- 
ham and Madame d’Estrées are clever studies 
of certain dangerous specimens of womankind. 

Ashe himself is made purely conventional, 
as a foil, perhaps, to Lady Kitty, and is onl) 
moderately interesting, but surely his high-bred, 
noble and devoted mother, as well as the world- 
ly, yet gentle, tactful, sympathetic, true- 
hearted little Dean, will long linger in our mem- 
mories among the rare characters of fiction we 
have learned to love.
